A no-overtime decision by county com- 
missioners could leave the sheriff department 
without patrols at night. 

Sheriff Harold Hatfield and Undersheriff Tom 
Coors met with Crawford County Commissioners 
on Thursday, October 26, and asked them to 
clarify how their department was supposed to 
abide by the commission’s ‘‘no overtime ruling”’, 
which took effect on October 10, comply with the 
minimum staffing clause in the current union 
agreement, and still provide adequate services 
to the residents of the county. 

‘When I read the minutes of the last com- 
missioner’s meeting about the overtime ruling 
all of a sudden I could see the department with no 
road patrol after dark,’’ Hatfield stated. ‘‘That 
is fine, if that is the commission's decision, but I 
think we need to notify the state police, other 
authorities and the citizens of Crawford County 
that there will not be a county officer to answer 
their call and that they may possibly have to wait 
hours for a response from the state police.’’ 

He said his primary concern regarding the 
overtime ruling was for the individual county 
resident, who calls for help, maybe for the first 
time during a lifetime of paying local taxes, and 
the sheriff department had to tell him that we 
cannot send help because they do not have a road 
officer on duty on that particular night. 

“The only help we will be able to offer,’' he 
said, ‘‘are the telephone numbers for either the 
Houghton Lake or Gaylord State Police posts.'' 

STATE POLICE COVERAGE? 

Hatfield cautioned the commissioners against 
relying on the state police as an adequate sub- 
stitute for county road patrol because of the 
large areas their officers cover. The State Police 
from the Houghton Lake Post cover portions of 
Roscommon, Crawford, Missaukee and Clare 
counties. The Gaylord Post covers Otsego Coun- 
ty and portions of Crawford, Antrim and Mon- 
tmorency counties. During the ‘after dark 
hours’’ the Houghton Lake Post has one car on 
the road manned by two officers. The Gaylord 
Post mans at least one patrol car with two of- 
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ficers. Neither post will operate a patrol car af- 
ter dark with only one officer. If only one officer 
reports for duty, which according to spokesmen 
at both posts happens occasionally, and no one is 
available for overtime, they do not have a patrol 
car on the road. 

Hatfield told commissioners that his depar- 
tment had to comply with the terms of the old 
employee contract until the new agreement is 
signed, and that the old contract contains a 
minimum staffing clause that stipulates that no 
less than two officers (one to a vehicle) will 
patrol after the hours of darkness from May 1 to 
December 1. 

“If lorder an officer to work alone because of 
the commission's overtime ruling, and he 
refuses,’ said Hatfield, ‘‘I am going to have to 
suspend him or discipline him for not obeying an 
order. In turn,’’ the Sheriff continued, ‘‘the of- 
ficer is going to grieve the disciplinary action, 
and because of the terms of the existing contract, 
I do not see how I can win the grievance."’ 

The shortage of a road officer can also occur 
when a dispatcher or correction officer reports 
that he will not be in, and a road officer is pulled 
from road patrol to work one or the other vacant 
positions which must be filled. 

‘We are central dispatch,’ said Hatfield. ‘‘All 
the emergency calls: police, ambulance and fire 
departments in the county and city come through 
this office. I have to have a dispatcher at all 
times."’ Hatfield said that the corrections depar- 
tment is also mandated by state corrections 
regulations to have an officer on duty to take 
care of the county prisoners. 

SOME OT AUTHORIZED 

In an effort to ease the problems caused by 
reducing overtime as suggested by Hatfield, the 
commissioners voted unanimously to reinstate 
overtime for weekends (Friday and Saturday), 
the first week of hunting season and holidays in 
addition to emergency situations until January 1, 
1990. 

Coors said that the approved overtime would 
help the law enforcement situation for county 


Probate Court Saves $40,764 
In County Child Care Funds 


The Probate Court has saved county taxpayers 
nearly $41,000 during the first eight months of 
1988 compared to last year’s budget. 

Probate Judge John Hunter reported the 40 
percent savings to Crawford County Com- 
missioners at their October 26th meeting. He 
credited the spending reductions to the use of 
funding sources other than county money and his 
philosophy of keeping juvenile delinquents with 
the nuclear family and out of long term residen- 
tial care facilities unless there is no other alter- 
native. 

In 1988, Hunter said $104,811.97 was spent from 
the county’s Child Care fund. Through the first 
eight months of 1989, his staff has trimmed 
$40,764.86 from that amount. 

“A good deal of the credit for the Probate 


savings is due to Tom Haske] (juvenile officer),”’ _ 


Hunter said. ‘‘The county is fortunate to have 
Tom as an employee of the court.”’ 

Hunter said his staff discovered that other 
sources of funding, mainly through the State of 
Michigan, had been coded incorrectly and in 
cases where total funding was available through 
the state, the county was paying half. 

‘‘When the county places a juvenile delinquent 
in a facility such as Hagle Village, which is a 
long term care facility,’’ Hunter explained, ‘‘it 
can cost the county as much as $160 per day. 
Multiply this times 365 days,’’ he said, ‘‘and it 
becomes costly to the county.’’ Hunter said if 
proper funding sources are sought at the outset, 
his staff has found that in most cases there is 
some type of eligibility for funding. 

“If not full funding,’’ he said, ‘‘it is at least a 
dollar for dollar proposition.’’ 

The Probate Court's policy of not looking at 
residential care placement as its first option ser- 
ves the best interest of the county, said Hunter. 
Instead, he said he prefers to use detention in a 
locked cell for three days for second-time offen- 
ders, and some first time offenders based on the 
offense. 

“T tell the juvenile ‘this is not the first time you 
have been in this court’,’’ Hunter stated. ‘‘I want 
you to get the message about what you are doing 
and that each time we have to deal with you, we 
are going to increase the detention time.’’ 

Hunter said the three days are great for shock 
value and it gives them time to think about 
where their lives are going. 

The nearest juvenile detention center with a 
lock-up facility is in Macomb and Bay Counties. 
Detention expenses are billed to the juvenile's 
parents, at a reasonable rate. 

‘From a fiscal point of view this is wonderful 
because it precludes the necessity of looking 
automatically for long term placement that can 
cost from $30,000 to $50,000 a year per 
delinquent,’’ satd Hunter. 

Hunter said his office’s primary responsibility 
is always for the best interest of the children in 
the county, but if within the context of this 
“best interest’’ policy they can trim costs from 


the budget, they will. 

“From an administrator’s standpoint,’’ he 
said, ‘‘I’m charged with the responsibility of 
spending public dollars and I take that respon- 
sibility very seriously.’’ 

At the present time, Crawford County has only 
one juvenile in a residential care facility. 

In addition to these cost cutting measures the 
Probate Court has increased its collection of at- 
torney fees and court costs from $320 in 1988 to 
$1,957 so far in 1989. 

‘‘We have no reason to believe that our finan- 
cial needs for the Child Care fund will be any dif- 
ferent in the coming months,” said Hunter, 
‘however, I cannot guarantee this. Should a 
violent situation arise where placement in a 
residential care facility becomes the only alter- 
native and state funding is not available I will 
use county funds if I have to.’’ Hunter continued, 
‘but that certainly is not our intent, and not the 
desired approach of my office.” 

“TI can’t give the money saved to you in cash,"’ 
said Hunter, ‘‘but I give it back to you as you 
gave it to me... on paper.”’

“Crawford County has a large senior citizen 
population and the idea that there is no one 
available at night to answer aé call is 
frightening,’ said Kitchen. For this reason, Kit- 
chen said it is important that all departments 
within the county work together during the next 
two months to insure that the county's police 
protection continues. 

BARE BONES STAFF 

In @ later interview with Lt. Kirk Wakefield. of 
the Crawford County Sheriff Department's 
Command Officers Association, Wakefield 
stated that the county cannot ‘‘knock the over- 
time out and not replace officers’’ for the after 
dark shift between May 1 and December 1, 
because their contract is still binding. Wakefield 
explained that overtime is not the goal of the of-

Scant mention was made of his 
World War II Navy record. 
Nothing about the fact that he was

wedding. Nor anything about the 
reality of living day after day, 
week after week, month after mon- 
th, on a destroyer escort in the 
South Pacific, with only the most 
occasional letter from home and

No indication if he worried 
whether his ship would make it 
safely back to the States, so he 
could meet the infant son born 
while the father served his country. 

Nor any word of how the man felt

Not about the 
numerous trips to doctors’ offices 
and hospitals. Not about the 
seemingly infinite number of daily 
medications he took. Not about the 
list of foods forbidden to him. Not 
about his shortened life expectan- 


cy. Not about the ever present 


threat of another, fatal heart at- 
tack. 

No indeed. He told his son on the 
night before’ one of his several 
surgeries that if he didn’t make it 
through, not to grieve for him, as 
he had lived a satisfying life. 

In the days after his death, his 
son read the following poem. It 
was by contemporary American 
writer Raymond Carver, whose 
collection of poetry, ‘‘A New Path 
to the Waterfall,’’ was written after 
he was diagnosed as having ter- 
minal cancer. ‘‘It could have been 
written for Dad,’’ he said:

And did you get what 

you wanted from this life, even so? 
I did.

To call myself beloved, to feel

Truly he was beloved on earth. 
But that was not included in the 
obituary, either. 

I suspect that there will be more 
obituaries to write, And for each 
one J will try to remember that, 
important though they are, what is 
really important is what does not 
get written -- the memories that 
live on in the minds of family and 
friends. Those bittersweet, yet 
satisfying, images of honorable 
people which will continue to touch 
our hearts, strengthen our spirits, 
ennoble our souls.

ficers, but rather tho result of working with a 
bare bones staff that automatically results in 
overtime whenever, because of an emergency a 
shift is called in early, someone calls in sick, 
gocs on vacatton, takes a personal business day, 
has to appear in court, attends training school, is 
injured and on workman's compensation or any 
other circumstance that takes ulem uway from 
their normal work assignment. Wakefield said 
he believes that in addition to the present staff, 
three road officers, two corrections officers and 
two fulltime dispatchers are needed to 
adequately staff the department. 

Wakefield said the problem with using over- 
time as a means to fill in for absent staff is that 
at the end of a busy year, in addition to the high 


overtime costs to the department, the depar- 


tment has several burned-out officers. ‘‘Over- 
time doesn’t involve a couple of hours,’ 
Wakefield explained, ‘‘it usually means another 
full eight hour shift.’’ 

Hatfield stated that 99 percent of all overtime 
in his department is mandated by emergency 
situations, union contracts and state regulations. 

The other one percent involves training 
programs, such as the D.A.R.E. drug prevention 


program and Jr. Deputy program which he feels 


is beneficial to the community. 
EXPLOSIVE SITUATION 

“Not filling night road patrols because of 
financial cutbacks is a potentially explosive 
situation,’’ said Wakefield. ‘‘We are considering 
the well-being, protection and safety of the 
citizens of this county. If the county has a 
problem with money then I sympathize with 
them,’’ he said. ‘‘It is not my job to manage the 
county’s finances. My job is to protect the 
citizens of this county and enforce the laws the 
best way Ican.”’ 

Wakefield said in most cases, when an am- 
bulance is summoned to a residence because of 
an emergency, it is the road officer who arrives 
first and when necessary initiates CPR until the 
ambulance crew can take over. 

‘It is my personal opinion, as administrator of 
this department,’’ said Hatfield, ‘‘that if an of- 
ficer is afraid for his life or personal well-being 
‘while working alone that I understand, but if he 
refuses to work alone because of union prin- 
cipals, then Ihave questions about that."’ —

‘More police officers die while trying to break 
up civil disputes than any other class of crimes," 
said Wakefield. ‘'An officer going into a civil 
dispute at a home with two possibly intoxicated 
persons, the chances of him getting hurt are ex- 
tremely high. The chances of the officer hurting 
them to stop them from hurting him are also ex- 
tremely high. On the other hand,’ he said, ‘‘just 
the presence of two officers might defray the 
situation because there is safety in numbers.”’ 
Wakefield said civil disputes occur in Crawfoard 
County on a daily basis. 

NO RESERVE FUND 

County Treasurer, Joe Wakeley, explained 
that the reason for budget concerns this year, 
more so than in past years, is due to the lack of 
financial reserves to draw from to cover the 
county’s excess expenditures. Last year the 
county transferred about $150,000 from one 
reserve source to the general fund to cover its 
excess spending. This year, no such reserve 
fund exists. 

“For that reason,’’ Wakeley said, ‘‘the Ways 
and Means Committee reviewed the budget a 
few weeks ago and said ‘we still have three mon- 
ths to go, let’s be careful so that we don't wind up 
in a deficient situation’.'’ It was from this 
meeting that the Ways and Means Committee 
recommended to the full commission to restrict 
all overtime except for emergencies, and halt all 
supplies spending without authorization from the 
commission board.

Religious Injustice 

The trial of our Lord 
Jesus Christ by the 


religious leaders of 
Israel manifests the 
highest form of 


religious. injustice on 
record. First, He was 
arrested without a 
formal indictment. 

His arrest resuited 
from the labor of a 
traitor and close 
comrad contrary to 
Lav. 10:16. His trial 
was at the wrong lime. 
The Jewish Mishnah 
read, ‘‘Let a capital of- 
fense be tried during 
the day, but suspend it 
at night."’ (Sanhedrin 
4, .1). He was taken 
before both Annas and 
Caiaphas at night 
before the Sanhedrin 


met. (John 18:24). He 


was interrogated by 
the highpriest contrary 
to Jewish law. ‘‘The 
high prieat then asked 
Jesus of his disciples, 
and of his doctrine. 

Jesus answered him, I 
spake openly to the 
world; I ever taught in 
the synagogue, and in 
the temple, whither the 
Jews always resort; 
and in secret have I 
said nothing.

With November here 
and the firearm deer 
season closing fast, I 
would like to remind 
you of a few seasonal 
regulations. 

First of all, the use of 
an artificial light to 
locate game is 
prohibited for the en- 
tlre month of Novem- 
ber. An exception to 
this is a landowner 
when on his or her own 
property, as long as no 
weapons are involved. 
Of course anyone who 
is shining on private 
property is lable to be 
stopped by a Conser- 
vation Officer who will 
make sure they are the 
owners and not a 
trespasser or someone 
who is not a member of 
the landowner’s im- 
mediate family. 
Failure to stop im- 
mediately upon the 
signal of an officer 
carries a penalty of at 
least five days in jail. 

During the five days 
immediately prior to 
the opening day of deer 
season, it is unlawful to 
possess or transport in 
an area frquented by a 
deer, a rifle (even a 
.22) or a shotgun with 
slugs, buckshot or cut- 
shell. This becomes a 
problem when hunters 
want to sight in their 
rifle before season. All 
I can say is that the 
rifles should be sighted 
in prior to the five day 
period. Hunters may 
transport their rifles to 
a hunting camp if they 
are unloaded and not 
accessible to the 
people in the vehicle. 

Elevated platforms, 
while popular for bow, 
hunting, are not legal 
during the firearm 
season. A rule of 
thumb is that a hun- 
ter’s foot must reach 
the ground from where 
he/she is sitting. Salt 
blocks, ‘“‘laser sights’, 
semi-automatic wea- 
pons capable of 
holding more than 6 


rounds and tracer 
bullets are also 
unlawful.
